THE NATURAL HISTORY Ascertained fact has been rapidly displacing 
OF POPULATION idle speculation in discussions of the rela- 
tion of birth control to population trends. 
The change is very largely due to the work of Raymond Pearl, who has 
been engaged since 1931 in the collection and analysis of much the 
most extensive body of objective information ever assembled on the 
subject. Hitherto his reports have been preliminary analyses of sub- 
samples of his data. The first part of his final analysis is now 
available in The Natural History of Population. 


As its title indicates, the book is by no means limited toa 
presentation of the results of the study of contraception. It in- 
cludes "... what appear to be some of the more significant results of 
the studies of human fertility in relation tothe problems of popula- 
tion". The first two chapters deal with the biology of reproduction; 
the third considers human and animal reproductive patterns. Then 
follow two chapters dealing with the extent and effect of contracep- 
tive efforts. A final chapter considers trends in the growth of 
world population. 


The chapters dealing with contraception are particularly impor- 
tant. In them Pearl for the first time utilizes data from all the 
50,949 case histories that he has collected. The histories are those 
of women wno were delivered of pregnancies in the obstetrical ser- 
vices of 139 hospitals during the year and one-half following July l, 
1931. The hospitals were located in 26 large cities of 15 states 
east of the Mississippi River and north of the southernmost tier of 
states. 


The chart on this issue's front cover summarizes Pearl's find- 
ings on the relation of birth control todifferences in the fertility 
of economic-status groups among white multiparae. The data on which 
the chart is based are those for the 12,114 white multiparae who had 
married only once, were living in wedlock at the time of record, and 
were free from any recognized gynecologic disease. The number of live 
births per 100 person-years free of pregnancy is given in the left- 
hand panel of the chart for each of four economic groups. The rates 
show the familiar inverse association between fertility and economic 
well-being. 


The two middle panels of the chart show the birth rates for "non- 
contraceptors" and "contraceptors". The former include all of the 
women who had never made any attempt to control conception. The lat- 
ter include the remainder of the sample, that is, all of the women 
who ever made any attempt at contraception. It is important to note 
that the rates for both groups include all of the children born alive 
to the women up to the time of record. 


The usual clear-cut inverse relation between fertility and eco- 
nomic status does notappear in the rates for noncontraceptors. There 
is asuggestion that the two poorer groups were somewhat more fertile 
than the two higher status groups, but the differences are not large. 








Concerning them Pearl says, "Further it is clear that, having regard 
for probable errors, there is no definite evidence for the existence 
of an economic fertility differential in the live-birth rates of the 
non-contraceptor classes" (p. 220). 


The striking inverse association between fertility and economic 
status appears again in the panel for contraceptors. Of course the 
‘general pattern is the resultant of variables such as the proportion 
of exposure during which contraception was attempted, the methods 
used and the skill and diligence with which they were practised, the 
extent to which pregnancies were "planned", and the proportion of 
pregnancy wastage. Comparison of the rates forcontraceptors and non- 
contraceptors shows that the reduction infertility actually achieved 
by women who made any effort at contraception atall was much greater 
for the upper than for the lower status groups. 


There were equally striking differences in the proportions of 
contraceptors in each class. As may be seen from the right-hand pan- 
el of the chart, women who had made any effort at birth control con- 
stituted only 34.5 per cent of the "very poor" but 82.7 per cent of 
the "well-to-do and rich". These differences in the prevalence and 
"“effectiveness' of contraception together with differences in age at 
marriage account almost entirely for thedifferences in the fertility 
of the economic classes of this sample. Concluding the discussion of 
this topic Pearl says, "The evidence indicates that inthe absence of 
these factors there would be but little ifany fertility differential 
between the several economic classes" (p. 224). 


The Natural History of Population became available too late for 
abstracting in this issue's Bibliography, but it will be listed in 
the April number.

POPULATION TRENDS IN In Western civilization declining birth and 
THE SOVIET UNION death rates have been regarded as almost uni- 
versal concomitants of industrialization, ur- 
banization, and rising planes of living. The only attempt to reverse 
the downward trend of the birth rate that has achieved any appreci- 
able success has been the German one. Even this one has not brought 
a sufficient rise in fertility to provide for the permanent replace- 
ment of the population. It would be interesting to know whether the 
characteristic demographic trends of the Western world are develop- 
ing also under the social-economic system of the Soviet Union. 








Unfortunately the data for such an analysis are not available. 
The only complete census in the Soviet Union under the present gov- 
ernment was taken on December 17, 1926. Official estimates of the 
population, as of January 1, are available for each year from 1921 
through 1934 except 1922 and 1932. No estimates were published for 
1935 and 1936. The official estimates, with some forearlier years, 
and interpolated estimates for the missing years are given in Table 
I. From 1923 through 1929, roughly the period of the New Economic 
Policy, the annual rates of increase were high, ranging from 29.2 to 
22.1 per 1,000 population. From 1930 through 1932, the period of the 
policy of industrialization and that of the drive to exterminate the 
most recalcitrant sections of the peasantry, the rate of increase was 

















considerably less. The estimates for 1934 to 1938, if reliable, in- 
dicate a still further retardation in growth. 


It is difficult to secure any check on the accuracy of these es- 
timates. The statistical material published by the Moscow press on 
the final results of the general elections to the Supreme Soviet of 
the U.S.S.R., held onDecember 12, 1937, gave the total population on 
that date as 169,000,000, and the number of persons eligible to vote, 
i.e., 18 years of age or older, as 94,100,000. This latter figure 
apparently was obtained by a registration of eligible voters. Both 
the total population and the population aged 18 and over increased 
in approximately the same proportion from 1926 to1931 (see Table II), 
but in divergent proportions from 1931 to 1937. If it is assumed 
that the 1.05 per cent increase of persons 18 or more years old from 
1931 to 1937 is accurate, then the estimated increase of 4.23 per 
cent in the total population in the same period suggests that the 
total population for 1937 has been overestimated. Unless the offi- 
cial estimates are much too low, the population of the Soviet Union, 
like that of most Western countries, is experiencing a decline in its 
rate of growth. In any event the estimated population for 1938 is 
much less than the 180,700,000 anticipated by the First and Second 
Five-Year Plans. 


The sharp retardation in growth in recent years indicated by 
these official estimates is not consistent with the vital statistics 
presented by Alexandre Roubakine to the Population Congress in Paris. 
(See 4(4):Title 1478.) According to him, the death rate for the en- 
tire U.S.S.R. decreased from 30.2 per1,000 population in 1913 to 18.0 
in 1928. In 1935 the death rates were 11.2 in the Ukraine, 12.5 in 
the Republic of White Russia, 11.6 in Moscow, 11.3 in Leningrad, 12.9 
in Kiev, 10.3 in Minsk, and 10.7 in Tiflis. Roubakine declares that 
",... in the fifteen years since the end of the civil and foreign wars 
the U.S.S.R. has succeeded in reducing its mortality to a rate equal 
to or less than that of the great civilized countries of Western 
Europe". And, according to him, the birth rates have remained high 
instead of following the decline of the capitalistic countries of the 
West. For instance, in 1935 the birth rates ranged from 62.8 in the 
Region of Orenburg to 25.6 in the German Volga Republic. The rate of 
natural increase for the Republic of Armenia increased from 13 per 
1,000 inhabitants for the period 1901-1914 to 32 in the period 1923- 
1935. These birth and death rates are not consistent with a popula- 
tion increasing only 0.4 per cent per year. 


Great emphasis was placed on the census of January 6, 1937, 
Since it was to furnish basic information for the Third Five-Year 
Plan. It was taken in 600,000 districts by over 1,000,000 workers 
carefully selected by the All-Union Communist Party. Noncooperation 
with the census during even the preliminary stages was punished im- 
mediately by Party discipline. About 1,800 electric card punching 
and sorting machines of Soviet construction were installed in the 
Special census centers of Moscow, Leningrad, and Kharkov. The work 
of analysis was pursued with great vigor, but on September 26, 1937, 
almost nine months after the census was taken, its cancellation was 
announced because of its gross inadequacy. (See Population Index 4 
(1):4-5.) Many of the prominent officials in the Central Statisti- 
cal Administration were arrested. 











There are numerous speculations as to the cause of the suppres- 
sion of the census. Most of them concern the possibility that an 
excessive mortality reduced the rate of growth somuch that the actual 
population was lOor even 20millions below the estimated 170 millions. 
It seems probable, however, that the authorities actually believed the 
census to be defective; and, since the information requested was basic 
to the success of their economy, suppressed it and ordered another.

CHANGES IN CZECHO- Recent territorial changes in central Europe 
SLOVAKIAN POPULATION have kept busy the compiler of demographic 

statistics as well as the mapmaker. Germany, 
through the annexations of Austria and the Sudeten areas, gained a 
population of more than 10 millions. The census scheduled for 1938 
was postponed because new plans had to be made as a result of these 
territorial changes. Czechoslovakia lost approximately 3.6 millions 
to Germany, 1 million to Hungary, and 230 thousands to Poland. Vital 
rates for 1938 will represent new areas. To allow comparability the 
rates for the present territories are being extended back into the 
past. Some of these modifications are reflected in this number's 
Statistics section. They will appear in more complete form in the 
annual summary in July. 








The territory ceded by Czechoslovakia to Germany was predomi- 
nantly industrial and urban. Its birth rate in 1937 was only 14.1, 
and its rate of natural increase was only 1.2 per thousand. The Sude- 
ten population was thus growing much more slowly than that of either 
Germany or Czechoslovakia. 


The majority of this transferred population was German-speaking, 
but accurate statistics on nationality composition are notyet avail- 
able for any of the ceded areas. However, the Czechoslovakian census 
of 1930 gave ethnic data, and the vital statistics series were clas- 
sified by nationality. Table 5 in the Statistics section shows how 
the population of the whole country was distributed by nationality 
groups in December, 1930. This table also gives the birth and death 
rates and the rate of natural increase of these groups in 1936. The 
highest rate of natural increase, 15.2, was found among the Russians 








and the lowest among the Germans, only 0.7. The rate for the Germans 
was much lower even than that for the Jews, but most of the latter 
were concentrated in the eastern part of the comtry, where fertility 
was relatively high. At least as early as 1925 Jews in the western 
part of Czechoslovakia had an excess of deatns over births. 


The birth rates for all of the major nationality groups have 
been declining. The chart on the back cover of the last April number 
graphically revealed the steep descent of the crude birth rate for 
Czechoslovakia as a whole. Its fertility is now similar to that of 
the countries of northern and western Europe rather than to those of 
eastern Europe. Mortality, on the other hand, is much less favorable 
than in western Europe. Some recent articles comparing the demography 
of the coumtry's ethnic groups were abstracted in 4(1):Title 355; 4
